Augusta, Ga, July 31.—Passenger 
train No. 2, on the Spartanburg divis- 
ion of the Charleston and Western 
Carolina, due to arrive in Augusta 
from Spartanburg at 6:15 p. m., ran 
‘into a burning trestle about a mile 
and a half from Woodlawn, resulting 
in the total destruction of the train, 
the death of Engineer Hank Taylor 
and Fireman Simon Dunbar, colored, of

When the train was entering onto a 
reverse curve Baggagemaster George 
Box directed attention of Conductor W. 
B. Verdery to large volumes of smoke, 
which he believed to be coming from 
the trestle, then a mile distant from 
the train, and which had been burned 
before. At that time the fire was on 
the left side of the train and could 
not have been seen by Engineer Tay- 
lor. 

Conductor Sights Blazing

COTTON PROSPECT 
IN SUMTER IMPROVES 


Americus, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)— 
The cotton crop prospect’ in Sumter 
county and this section generally has 
improved materially within the past 
week of dry, hot weather. The grass 
problem has been mastered, and the 
crops cleaned very generally, though 
fully 10 per cent of the acreage had to 
be abandoned to grass because of the 
incessant rains in June and early in 
July, which, for the time, threatened 
the entire crop. 

It is bélieved ‘now that at least 76 
per cent of an average cotton crop 
will be made; if seasons are favorable 
from this time forward. The corn crop 


and can crop are unusually fine. 

On many farms where “corn 'con- 
tests” are being conducted for prizes 
offered by The Times-Recorder and 
Americus merchants, there will be 
yields of 100 to 125 bushels of corn per 
acre. 

On one acre of unusually fine corn, 
19.000 stalks, by *actual cownt, are 
growing, and the yield in grain will be 
enormous.

DELIVERS SERMON 
ON PRIZE FIGHTS 


Dr. Holderby Says They 
Are “Pulled Off” by 
the Devil. 


Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of the 
Moore Memorial church, in his sermon 
yesterday morning on “Demoniacal 
Possegsions,’’ roasted the recent Jef- 
fries-Johnson prize fight, referring to 
it, along with crimes, barbarity and 
cruelty, as “works of the devil.” 

“The recent prize fight,” he _ said, 
“between a white man and a black 
brute was prompted and pulled off by 
the devil, and every other brutal game 
is the work of the devil.” 

Palmists and spiritualists and their 
patrons also were classed as devil 
worshippers. | 

In beginning his sermon he spoke 
of the evils of the earth and said} 
that there must be a cause for all this 
evil; that God is certainly not ve 
author of evil, and that the fact that 
there is a devil is a matter of divine 
revelation. He said that the dévil is 
a being next in power to God himself, 
and that he exercises his power over 
the wills of-men. He gbaid that every 
act of cruelty and barbarity and in- 
justice among men and all fornis ‘of 
lawlessness are the direct works of 
the devil, and that men who are 
Suilty of crimes are possessed of the 
devil. 


People Worship Devil. 

He cited the instance of Job be- 
ing handed over to the devil, and said 
that satan has the same power today. 
“He is called ‘the god of this world’ 
and so he is,’ said Dr. Hotderby. “The 
devil is worshipped by the world to- 
day.’ : 
| He spoke of the deception practiced 
on men by the devil, and said that 
Satan has a way of using men, and 
sometimes the church, to carry out hig 
purposes. 

“Men and women who claim to be 
spiritualists,” he said, “are used by 
the devil. The professiofal palmists 
are devil worshippers, and the men 
and women who appeal to the palmist 
are giving themselves over to the 
devil, and thus heap insult upon 
God,””. . 

in conclusion, he said that the devil 
would be chained for a thousand years 
and his power broken. 

“The devil ig mighty—but God is 
almighty. He will not permit satan 
and his demons always to have power 
over men, but will establish the 
kingdom of righteousness in the earth 
which shall last forever. God will be 
Nyictorious over all evil.”

Policeman Falls Over 
Washtub With Disas- 


trous Results.

Detective Robert A. Wood, of the 
city police force, broke two of his nibs 
and was splashed from head to foot in 
a tub of soOap sudg Sunday morning 
at 2 o’clock, while arresting Elbert 
Davis, a negro, in Toibart alley, off 
Butler street. 

Although suffering great pain and 
unable to see because of the soapy 
water that filled his eyes, Detective 
Wood caught the negro as he stumbled 
over the wash tub and held him until 
Detective J. H. Norris’ came to his 
assistance. 

The two detectives had been called 
to the negro’s house by his wife, who 
claimed that Elbert had cruelly beaten 
her. Norris waited at the front door 
while Wood went in the house. in 
search of the negro. As he entered 
the door, the negro started out the 
back way and Woods, following, stum- 
bled over a large tub of water resting 
directly in the entrance to the back 
porch. 

Wood fel] forward on his side, the 
rim tracturing two ribs, but he man- 
aged to clutch the negro by _ the 
trouser leg as he fell sprawling, and 
in the struggle he was turned over 
and sat right down in the water, 
which splashed up in his face and eyes. 
Norris came up at this stage of the 
excitement and relieved the wet and 
injured officer of the negro, whom he 
had held with such bulldog tenacity. 

Wood .was able to walk to police 
headquarters and did not know his 
ribs were broken in the wet fall until 
examined by doctors at the Grady 
hospital later on in the day. He was 
able to leave the hospital after his 
side was bound up in a plaster cast.

Always a consist- 
ent democrat and interesteq in pubiie 
affairs, as a young man he rose from 
the Kentucky house of representatives 
to the state senate, served as lieuten-

“That the state of Virginia should 
designate him as one illustrious for 
distinguished military service is there- 
fore natural; that his statue should 
be Clothed in the Confederate uniform, 
thus eloquently testifying to the fact 
that a magnanimous country has com- 
pletely forgiven an unsuccessfyl ef- 
fort to destroy the Union and” that 
statue should be accepted in the na- 
tional statuary hall] as the symbol of 
the acceptance’ without misgivings, of 
a complete surrender and a renewed 
loyalty, should surely provoke no op- 
position. But, at all events, independ- 
ently of the question of taste, the act 
of congress places no restriction upon 
the designation by the statés of those 
whom they may desire to honor in 
this way, nor does it vest in any of- 
ficial any censorship concerning the 
designation of the costume in which 
that statue shall be depicted. 

“Therefore, under the existing law, 
I am of the opinion that no objection 
can be lawfully made to the placing 
in statuary hall of the national capi- 
tol of a statue of Robert E. Lee, 
clothed in the Confederate uniform.”

FOR THE RAILROADS 


New Feature Will Be Inaugu- 
rated Today at Wash- 
ington. 


Washington, July 31.—A néw ‘phase 
of railroad development will be mark- 
ed by the installation in this city to- 
morrow by the railroads of the United 
States of a bureau of railway economy, 
formal announcement of which was 
made recently from Chicago. Logan G. 
McPherson, director in charge, holds 
that the increase in the number and 
importance of questions of general in- 
terest to the railroads has made nec- 
essary a\.central organization for the 
study of\ such ‘questions, the collec- 
tion ef imformation concerning them, 
and their analysis and interpretation. 

“The bureau,” said Mr. McPherson to- 
ddy, “proposes to build up a complete 
railroad library and archive and to be- 
come a repository and a source of in- 
formation for matters of railroad in- 
terest other than those of a technical

Sir Melville MacNaughton, chief 
of the criminal investigation depart- 
ment, took the matter personally in 
hand, and then for the first time ap- 
peared on the scene Inspector Dew, 
that realistic embodiment of Sherlock 
Holmes. It was Dew who subjected 
Crippen to the ordeal of minute cross- 
examination. The doctor finally ad- 
mitted that his wife had not gone to 
California, but asserted that she had 
run away as a result of family bicker- 
ing. The suavity of Crippen led the 
police to give conditional credence to 
his statement and ghey took his word 
of honor that he would remain subject 
to call until his story could be verified.

BLAME IS PLACED 


Spanish Premier Talks of | Business Is Now Being 
| Rupture With Vatican. 


He Says Rome Was Arrogant 
and Would Agree to No Re- 
vision of Concordat ---- The 
Vatican Is Said to Be Much 


Offended at Action of Spain.} 


Madrid, July 31.—Premier Canalejas 
described the recall of Matquis de 
Ojeda, the Spanish ambassador to the 
vatican, as “An indefinite suspension 
of negotiations.” 

The critical situation brought about 
by the rupture of diplomatic relations 
with the Holy See is fully realized by 
the government and the people. The 
premier today made a statement bear- 
ing on the controversy between the 
church and state since the beginning 
of the negotiations. 

Spanish Premier’s Statement. 

“The moment 1. assumed power,” ne 
said, “I opened negotiaiions for a r?- 
duction or the religious orde:s. The 
vatican replied, offering less than w«s 
omered to Premier Maura. We were 
Srieviously disappointea, but pursued 
tne issue in a spirit of great modera- 
tion. 

_ Desiring to advance the question 
without rupturing the negotiations. 
we exercised our right of sovereignty 
by issuing decrees, compelling the or- 
ders to register, under the iaw, and 
authorizing dissident sects ‘to dispiay 
the emblems of public worship. As 
the vatican replied only with®* pro- 
tests, we introduceg a bill interdict- 
ing further orders until the revision 
of the concordat had been accom- 
plished. 

“When the vatican,finally demanded 
the suspension of the decrees as a con- 
dition for a continuation of the nego- 
tiations, the government, despite its 
desire to avoid a rupture, decided to 
consider the negotiations and proceed 
to Carry out its program by decrees 
and legislation. The king approved 
Our course, The situation will not 
rétard the visit of his majesty to 
England next week.” 

All Blame Put on.Holy See. 

An official statement, issued by the 
government, throws the entire respon- 
sibility of the present trouble on the 
Holy See, “whose attitude,” it says, 
“Ras rendered sterile the ‘conciliatory 
propositions of the government.” 

The communication continues: 

“The government, having exhausted 
every means to reach an agreement 
regarding reduction of the orders, 
have ins cted Marques de Ojeda to 
set 1% ee en Merry del Val, the paapl 
se ary, that he has been recalled to 
Spain, and has receiveg orders leaving 
the counsellor in charge of the em- 
bassy.”’ 

The liberal newspapers - enthisi- 
astically applaud “The virile inde- 
pendent act of the government.” 

\ The republican newspapers promise 
tMeir support, nd urge the govern- 
ment e vere in its policy. 

The Universe, a Catholic organ, de- 
clares that the Catholics are ready for 
the struggle. 

“The pope,’ says the paper, “is not 
a foreign sovereign in Spain. He is 
national and Spanish in the temporal 
sphere as the king or the ecortes.”’ 

Count Sagasta, minister of the in- 
terior, said today: 

“Rome wrongly -believeg that Spain 
is a country of fanatics. When the 
vatican understands that wy are not 
living in the middle of the eighteenth 
century it will treat us on a footing 


j with other great nations.” 


Vatican Greatly Offended. 

Rome, July $1.—The papal nuncio at 
Madrid, Monsignor Vico, has not been 
recalled by the vatican, which is 
awaiting the official announcement of 
the recall by the Spanish government 
of Marquis de Ojeda, arflbassador to 
the vatican. The situation with re- 
gardé¢to the rupture with Spain, there- 
fore, remains practically unchanged. 

The vatican is greatly offended at 
the methods adopted by Premier Can- 
alejas in the recal] of the Gpanish am- 
bassador, as the announcement was 
made through the préss and neither 
the papal huncio at Madrid nor the 
vatican was notified directly. As a 
consequence, the papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Merry del Val, has not 
been able to take any measure of re- 
tallation,. but it is believed that Man- 
ager Vico will be instructed to leave 
Madrid immediately after the official 
announcement of Marquis de Ojeda’s 
recall is received hefe. 

The opinion is held in some circles, 
however, that the vatican will give 
further proof of its tolerance by per- 
mitting the papal nuncio to remain at 
Madrid, believing the withdrawal of 
the Spanish ambassador only tempo- 
rary, as was the case when the French 
government ordered the French am- 
bassador at the vatican to return to 
Pariy. On that occasion the papal | 


' nuncio, Monsignor Lorenzell, remained

Paris until diplomatic relations 


were completely off, and there are 
some who say that the recall of 
Marquis de Ojedd is merely a tempo- 
rary absence from Rome, and that 
he will return when an agreement 
has been reached.

With convincing argument, present- 
ed in his characteristic masterful! styl+, 
Dr. James E. Dickey, president of 
Emory ‘college, preached to a large 
congregation at the St. Mark’s Metho- 
dist church at the 11 o’clock service 
yesterday. Tne dominating thought of 
the sermon was brought out in the 
text, “For I a ot wshamed of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ,”\and Dr. Dickey 
earnestly pointed out that men should 
net be intellectual prudes, and refuse 
to accept the great mystery of the 
gospel simply because it cannot be ex- 
plained within the limitations of the 
human mind. 

He began by telling how Paul stood 
forth in the face of derision and ac- 
knewledged Jesus Christ; of the difti- 
culties under which the great apostle 
labored and preached, since the Chris- 
tian religion was nefa in disrepute ar 
that time, and was a stumbling block, 
so far as the world went. In/brief he 
sketcheq the difficulties under which 
early Christians worked, and paid 
glowing tribute to their faithfulness.

The plantation “big house” is ona, 
of the most substantial structures ip 
the state. It was built by Sid Phelan 
after he had joined the old Pope and 
the old Chess Howard plantations into 
One large holding. Before the war 
no homes in the state were more 
widely known than the Pope planta- 
tion and the one then owned by Chess 
Howard, a man always prominent in 
Georgia life. -In building the house 
Mr. Phelan had an eye to every com- 
fort and convenience known to a city, 
home. A system of waterworks -vas 
created, the water coming from the 
Flint river, a short distance away, so 
that every room in the house has its 
flowing water. The rooms are ar- 
ranged in suites with a bath to each. 
while the water is made warm whe. 
wanted by heat from a furnace in the 
basement. The home rests in a mag- 
nificent grove, and the breeze froroa 
the Flint makes an evening on the 
large veranda, running three sides of 
the house, or in a hammock under the 
shades of the giant elms, most delight- 
ful. The very air about the place car- 
ried the mind back to the days when 
the life of the Georgia planter was 
the envy of all who came in contact 
with him. 

Only the village of well-kept, al- 
ways neatly whitewashed cabins in the 
rear of the big house ang the running, 
husky, young black buck and the col- 
ony of pickaninnies were wanting to 
make the picture one of every day ‘n 
that locality in ante-bellum days. 

On the plantation are a brick kiln, 
a sawmill, a blaéksmith shop, a.car- 
penter shop and an acetyline gas 
plant, and among the laborers Mr. 
Fhelan has drawn about him are men 
trained in each line of work. The 
brick used in the construction of the 
house were made on the place. Th> 
lumber used in the building was 
sawed at the mill on the plantation 
from lumber cut from the home for- 
ests. The tiling used about the place 
was made on the plantation. In fact, 
so thoroughly equipped is the planta- 
tion that Mr. Phelan does not have to. 
g0 away from home for anything. 

When Sid Phelan purchased the tw: 
plantations there were many acres in 
swamp wholiy uatillable. because of 
the waters overflowing from the Flint 
river. These lands were known to oc 
extremely rich, and Mr. Phelan set 
about reclaiming them. Providing a! 
material needed from the plantatiou 
he builded a levee five miles long, 
keeping the waters tn the Flint and 
gif™ng to his care hundreds of acres 
of land that had neverebeen cultivated. 
These river bottoms have since proven, 
to be just what Mr. Phelan anticipated 
—the richest of river bottom lands. 


“Sid Fnaelan comes nearer having a 
world to himself than any man ‘I ever 
knew,” said Dr. Jacobs, speaking of 
the’ trip.

He has 
ithe confidence, respect and .esteem of 
every man On the plantation, because 
of the excellent treatment he gives 
them. Most of his help has a tract of 
land on which there is a hoyse, to cul- 
tivate for themselves when not work- 
ing under the direction of the foreman. 
He pays them a good wage and they 
are all satisfied. With them Sid Phe- 
lan is the same piece of honesty he 
was while in business in Atlanta. I 
think he is the happiest man I ever 
gaw. Nothing seems to worry him and 
everybody down that way likes him. 

“As we passed through the peach 
belt, between Barnesville and Cullodin, 
I was struck with the great waste .of 
Georgia resources in that section. The 
peach grower seems to care nothing 
for anything but the large peach he 
selects for shipment to the eastern 
markets. The remainder are either 
used in canning or are thrown away. 
These cullings in many instances are 
marketable peaches Of a good, if not 
of a high, grade, All of these cullings 
should be canned and would bring good 
prices in the market when put on sale. 
Then a dried peach is a saleable article 
at all times. In the old countries, and 
in some ‘sections of our own country, 
the dried peach -industry has proven 
profitable. And yet bushels of peaches 
suitable for drying are not utilized. 

“From France and Germany the apri- 
cot and peach kernels are roasted and 
80ld to confectioners and used as a 
substitute for roasted almonds. The 
kernel of the Georgia peach could be 
utilized in the same way, because there 
is a greater similarity between the 
peach kernel roasted and the burned 
almond than between the almond and 
the apricot kernel. \ : 

“Then the oil from the’ kernel of 
the peach can easily be extracted and 
that oil has a great commercial value. 
It is sold to druggists at from 25 to 34 
cents a pound by the barrel and is 
extensively imported. It is freely used 
in making cold creams and cosmetics 
(for the complexion. As I. looked at 
the great waste in the peach belt it 
convinced me that the people of that

Faces a Crisis. 


Present Methods of “Boxing” 
and “Scraping” Responsible 
for Forest Deterioration--The 
Searcity of Supplies Cause of 


Record Prices. 


om em mek ae ee ee eee 


Charleston, 8. C., July 81.—Lack of 
conservation of the pine forésts of the 
south—wasteful methods of “boxing” 
and “scraping” the trees in turpentin- 
ing operations and the recklessness of 
the yellow pine manufacturers—has 
brought the country face to face with 
a crisis in the naval stores industry, 
according to reports from operators in 
this section. The present shortage in 
the production of spirits turpentine and 
rosin, with he consequent high prices, 
has resulted in serious consideration 
being given the suggestion that sutb- 
stitutes for these products must, be- 
fore many years, be placed on the 
market. 

Highest Prices Kuaown. 

The quotations on spirits turpentine 
and rosin have been higher this sea- 
son on a legitimate trading basis than 
the trade has ever before known. Tur- 
pentine has ranged between 68 and 71 
cents per gallon the past, week, closing 
here yesterday at 68%, while the av- 


erage price for rosin in that period has 
been about $5.50 per barrel. A decade 
ago, before the development of the 
yellow pine lumber industry in the 
south, turpentine was selling for one- 
third this price, with a glutted market, 
whereas rosin was so cheap that it 
was allowed to go to waste around the 


years untouched. The present price of 
turpentine represents an increase of 
more than 10 cents a gallon within the 
past mofhth, while rosin has jumped 
more than $1 a barrel in that period. 

Record Prices Attributed to Scarcity. 

The present record prices are at- 
tributed solely to scarcity of supplies 
and not to any speculative element in 
the market. Last year’s surplus has 
been entirely wiped out and the trade 
is forced to depend upon the current 
crop to supply the demand, which has 
been steady to strong from the open- 
ing season. 

The once unbroken belt of long-leaf 
pine which extended from Virginia to 
Texas, has been so depleted by the de- 
structive methods of lumbering and 
boxing that conservative estimates 
give the supply of timber now avall- 
able for turpentine operations as in- 


for more than fifteen years. No longer 
are vast tracts of virgin pine avail- 
able for turpentining because of the 
great depreciation in the value of the 
trees for lumber purposes after being 
boxed. It is cstimated that 75 per cent 
of the virgin pine forests of the south 
are now held by lumber companies, 


naval stores operators, and it is not 
doubted that much of the remaining 
25 per cent will eventually go to the 
lumber interests. 

Industry Seems Doomed. 

As the productive life of a tree un- 
der present methods of boxing is about 
eighteen years, it will be seen that the 
naval stores industry will be limited to 
the present acreage under cultivation 
or in possession of the turpentine in- 
terests, unless a more conservative 
method of treating the trees fs adopt- 
ed. Several years o the forestry 
bureau of the government made an ef- 
fort to induce the naval sfores opera- 
tors to adopt a system of tapping the 
trees much after the style of that prac- 
ticed by the maple gugar operators, 
but the same old primitive, harmful 
method of cutting three to four deep 
boxes near the base of the tree and 
then “scraping” the surface from year 
to year until almost a third of the 
pine’s body was a mass of coagulated 
sap, has continued. This makes the 
main body of the tree “fat,” or “pitch 
pine,” which is not available for the 
pene of the best grades of lum- 

er. 

Conservative Methods Urged. 

It has been suggested that the in- 
troduction of more conservative meth- 
ods of boxing may result in much of 
the preser acreage of pines held by 
lumber companies being made avail-

Judge Brand re-. 
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So Says Bailey of Coun- . : 
try Life Commission. — 


He Declares Farmer Doesn’t 
Get His Share of the Proceeds 
of His Labor---Law Is De- 
manded to Check the Rapaci- 
ty of the Middleman. 


Sangerfield, N. ¥., July 31.—“The 
whole people are beginning to feel 
that something must be done to make 
country life as progressive, effective 
and permanently satisfying as city 
life. We cannot be a great people if 
one-half of our society is more highly 
developed than the other half.” . 

Thus declared Professor L. H. Bailey, 
of the country life commission, appoint- 
ed by President Roosevelt shortly be- 
fore the expiration of his term, in an 
address before the Sangerfield Country 
Club here. Professor Bailey outlined 
the program which he thought should 


be followed in obtaining the desired 


end. ; | 

“The so-called country life’movement 
is a slowly forming opinion that some- 
thing really fundamental must be done 
to put ural society where it be- 
longs,”’ continued Professor Bailey. 
“To make farming profitable is no 
longer a question merely of raising 
more produce. We have passed that 
point. We now have knowledge and 
experience enough to enable us greatly 
to increase our yields, if only we put 
the knowledge into practice. 

Farmer Doesn’t Get His Share. 

“But the farmer, speaking broadly, 
does not get his share of the proceeds 


of his labor, notwithstanding the in- 


crease in the price of farm products.” | 

After stating that he recognized the 
service of the middleman to society, 
although he said there is hardship and 
injustice to the producer in much of 
the. present system, the speaker de- 
clared that we are under obligation as 
public men to see that these discrimi- 
nations are removed. 

“The middleman question,” he con- 
tinued, “cannot be solved by any com- 
bination of farmers, because it is not 
an agriculturaleguestion. It is as much 
& problem for consumers as for pro- 
ducers. But the abuses must be checked 
and the middleman must be brought 
under some means of control.” 

Professor Bailey then declared that. 
“it is just as much the business of the | 
government to protect its people from | 
the rapacityof dishonest and tyrran- 
nous middlemen as from other abuses. 

Evils Shoulg Be Corrected. 

The speaker then declared “the. 
present agitation ought to compel con- 
gress to pass a law to correct the evilg 
and the organizations then should 
keep such touch on the situation that 
the laws will be enforced. 

“But the enactment of a law. even 
a good law, is only another step in the 
solution. There are three steps in the 
control of the middleman: e(1) An 
aroused public conscience on the ques- 
tion; (2) a good fundamental law for 
interstate phases and similar state 
laws for local phases; (3) g00d com- 
missions or other bodies to Which any

dleman may take his case.

| AUGUST IN THE FIELD, 

We often say that August is the 
second springtime—not referring, how- 
lever, to the temperature, but to the 
l fact that it is the last of the summer 
months in which tender plants and 
vegetables may be nlanted, and it is 
the time for getting ready for fall 
sowing of small grains and grasses 
that are to go through the winter. 
The similarity to the real spring has

Usually the cotton is mostly laid by 
in July, but much of it will now require 
the cultivator and possfbly the hand 
hoe. It should be remembered that 
late cultivation tends to promote later 
! growth of the plants, especiajly if the

, Scarred bunches to dry ang die. I 
used to “go over” with the hoes at this 
‘time in a broadcast way, each hand 
carrying from two to four rows—in a 
gang, so to speak—thus expediting the 
work and saving possibly half the 
| time that would be required to carry 
one row at a time. 

When the average farmer thinks of 
“August on the Farm” his mind has 
a vision of fodder-pulling, fodder 
stacks and such like. By “average 
farmer’ I take in only the southern 
farmer, the only one under the sun— 
so far as I know—that is. so reverent 
of the practices of his fathers that are 
dead and gone—peace to their good 
memories! However, I have had my 
say, in last Week’s paper, about this 
miserable business of fodder-pulling, 
-and will spare the reader another in- 
fliction at this time, dismissing the 
subject with the old quotation, “Eph- 
raim is joined to his idols: let him 
alone.” g 

If a farmer is expécting to plow 
his cotton toward the last of the 
month, he may risk sowing common 
clover, vetch, rye and other cover 
crops, but not earlier. Forage crops 
such as cattail millet,German millet, 
sorghum, etc., may still be planted 
with fair prospect of success if Sep- 
tember shall not be too dry, as it is 
mighty apt to be. I have even sown 
cowpeas early in August on land that 
would otherwise be vacant and, bare. 
Seeding. the land with left-over seed— 
usually more or less weevil-eaten—is 
about the best dispositiog that may 
be made of them. August-sown cow- 
peas will. make some peas, but not 
much vine. 

Toward the last of the month the 
vines of early-sown cowpeas may be 
ready for the mower, and there will 
probably be a 
hay. But September ig the best month 
for pea hay harvest on account of its 
usual] clear, dry weather. 

August in the Garden, 

Greer’s Almanac—the Bibie of some 
folks—savs: “Plant spinach, .lettuce, 
snap beans and English peas; also 
melons and cucumbers for pickling. 
Let out tomato plants and earth up 
your. celery. Cauliflower, broacoli 
may be set out for winter use. Con- 
tinue to transplant celery, sow ruta- 
bagas and other turnips, beets, rad- 
ishes.” I cannot vouch for Professor 
Ashmore’s (who wears the mantle of 
Grier) weather prognostications, but 
he guesses pretty well on gardening 
dates. 

My late tomatoes are about ready to 
commence blooming, second crop pota- 
toes (Lookout Mountain) coming up 
beautifully—with one or more “bugs” 
for every plantlet. Turnips not 
rlanted—for want of vacant ground— 
but rutabagas gught to be up and 
ready to. be worked, but still may be 
sown. August 1 to 15 isthe elect time 
to sow rough-leaf turnips, but these 
ray be sown away into September, if 
desired. Winter cabbage plants may be 
set out to grow, which they will do 
when the weather cools a little from 
the’ usual August temperature. My 
Buncombe cabbage are in their perma- 
nent places and have already com- 


menced to put out fresh leaves.

MILK WILL NOT CLABBER. | 

R. L. Ussery, Cardova, N. C.--Having 
been a subscriber to your paper for the 
past 8 or 10 years, and having never 
before asked a favor, I thought it 
would not be too much to ask one now. 
I have a fine Jersey cow, 4 years old, 
with second calf. 6 months old. For 
the past six weeks her milk wont 
clabber: in other words, it won’t sour. 
Put it in a churn, it will turn to water; 
churn it, and there is no butter. Cow 
is in good flesh; was fed on corn meal, 
pea hulls and such; when milk. got 
wrong, I have let her run in pasture, 
and have kept up in lot; have tried 
her with different feeds, but milk gets 
no better. Please tell me what is the 
matter, with her. 

Answer—The following reply to a 
similar inquiry was published in one 
of the April issues of The Constitu- 
tion: and, although the milk was de- 
scribed in that case as “ropy,”’ the same 
treatment will apply to this case: 
“Ropiness in milk is due to the 


of bacterium, or micro-organism, or 
fungus, which grows and reproduces 
very rapidly in the milk. The trouble 
may be removed by thoroughly clean- 
ing every utensil used about the milk. 
First. wash thoroughly with soap and 
water: then scald and place in the 
sun for seyeral hours, including pails, 
skimmers, strainers, pans—everything. 
Also, thoroughly clean the room in 
which the milk is kept. Also, it may 
be necessary, scald and whitewash the 
stall or stable in which the cow is 


kept at night, using water containing 
2 per cent of carbolic acid to make the 
whitewash. Second, during the han- 
dling of the milk, keep the hands per- 


' form:

fectly clean. Third, wash the teats and 
udder with warm water before milk- 
ing. There is no danger from using the 
milk, even of those that give ropy 
milk.” , 

Possibly, in’ this case, the trouble is 
caused by drinking bad water, and, in 
addition, I would give the cow two 
drams of bisulphite of soda daily, and 
see that the drinking water is clean 
and pure. 

LUMPY JAW OF :.COW. _ 

J. P. Glenn, Sedalia, S. C.—I write 
asking some information. I have a cow 
that has a swelling.under her throat; 
it starts at the throat and extends to 
the end of the under lip; it’s in an 
insect form: it’s large at each end, 
then in the middle; it’s in a baggy 
it’s not tight, and don’t seem 
to hurt; only seems to choke and pre- 
vent breathing freely. I saw a symp- 
tom of it last year on the same cow, 
about three weeks after calving: was 
in good health before the calf. Three 
weeks ago she run at large in good 
pasture of wild clover and swamp and 
Bermuda grass. Please answer through 
The Constitution. 

Answer—I have little doubt that 
yotr cow has what is commonly called 
‘lumpy jaw,” but, more correctly, 


“aectinomycosis of the jaw.” At any 


rate, I would treat her for that dis- 
} ease very 


promptly, as follows:

Answer—-Your colt evidently has 
what is commonly known as a “rup 
ture,” but more correctly, umbilical 
hernia. In many cases such troubre 
entirely disappears by the time the 
anima] reaches its second or thfri 
year. To relieve it earlier the fol- 
lowing is a simple treatment: 

Let the colt go several hours with- 
out foed of any kind. Then cast and 
secure it on its back. Then return 
the bowel into the abdomen with thé 
fingers. Now pinch up the loose skin 
over the opening and run through the 
skin one or more skewers from side 
to side as close to the body as possi- 
ble. Then wind a small cord round 
and round under the ends of the 
skewers several times and tie securely 
skewers several times and tie securely 
siough off too soon. In about ten days 
the sack will slough off ‘and the open- 
ing will have closed, the trouble ended. 
It is advised, however, to defer the 
operation until the colt is a year old, 
as nature may relieve it by that time. 


BIG STALK AND LITTLE FRUIT. 
A. L. Dix, La Grange, Ga.—I have a 


corn 15 or 16 feet high; no fruit. It 
grows cotton 8 or 10 feet high; very 
little fruit. Fruit trees 15 or 20 feet 
high; no fruit. I have it in water- 
melons this year and the vines are 
about 40 feet long. There are about 
86 hills, and we have only two or three 
melons in the whole patch. I had it 
in chickens last year and they all went 
to lees and no body. I am afraid for 
my grandchildren to go in the patch 
for fear they may grow too tall, that 
is, be like the chickens, all legs. Now, 
what is the matter with the land,, and 
what does it need? It is red, stiff clay 
soil, 

Answer: On general principles I 
would say that in some way that soil 
has become over-supplied with nitro- 
gen. I have seen such spots about an 
old residence on which much garbage 
had been thrown for years. The reme- 
dy would be to reduce the superabun- 
dant stock of, nitrogen by planting 
some crop on it that requires and can 
utilize a large quantity of nitrogen. 
It should be a crop grown for its foli- 
age, or leaves, such as cabbage, cat- 
tail millet. sorghum, asparagus; also 
egg plant, okra, onions, peppers, celery, 
beets, ete. If any fertilizer shall be 
used let it be only acid phosphate or 
potash.

J. A. Robinson, Danville, La.—(1) I 
enclose a clover leaf and hloom; please 
tell me what kind or the name of this 
clover. (2) I enclose a twig with 
blooms of another plant that does well 
on our sandy lands here. What is the 
name of this plant? What is its value 
as pasture? What is its value as hay? 
Stock like it, 

Answer: (1) The clover is of the 
species trifolilum reflexum. or Buffalo 
clover, a native species that has never 
developed any economic value so far 
as I know. Specimens have frequently 
been sent me. (2) The other plant is 
Richardia scabra, or “Florida clover,” 
“Mexican clover,” “Chili clover,” etc., 
although not a clover at all, but is a 
valuable renovating and hay plant for 
the very sandy soils of the Gulf coast. 
It makes quite a nutritious hay and its 
chief merit is that it flourishes on the 
soils above indicated. 


FERTILIZING COTTON IN JULY. 

M. JI. Branch, Berzelia, Ga.—-I trust 
you will pardon my again troubling 
you. I am now going to fertilize 
some cotton the second time, which is 
planted in 3%-foot rows. Please tell 
me if it would answer to put this fer- 
tillzer right in the middle of the row; 
if: not, how close should I put it to the 
plant? ‘I have never tried this mode 
of fertilization, but am trying at this 
season on account of the ‘rains and 
grass, which [think has absorbed a 
good deal of it. . 

Answer—As = have stated a number 
of times lately, my experiments of 
several years at the Georgia experi- 
ment station quite conclusively prov- 
ed that it is not expedient to reserve 
a portion of the fertilizer for inter- 
cultural application. Such second ap- 
plication is advised only when, for 
go0me reason, it was not practicable 
to apply the whole amount before 
planting. This is especially true as re- 
gards the phosphoric acid and potash. 
That such intercultural applications 
benefit the crop is undoubtedly true, 
but the benefits will be less and less 
the later they are made, until it may 
be so late that the increase in the 
yield will ngt be sufficient to pay for 
the fertilizer so applied. How late 
acid phosphate and potash may be 
profitably applied has not been defi- 
nitely determined, and in the very 
nature of the case may not be ascer- 
tained, as it will vary according te 
conditions. Probably July 1 to 15 
would Be about the maximum date. 
Nitraté of soda, however, may be 
profitabys applied all along from 
vilanting ,tintil, say, July 15, and it 
is better to s6 apply it, rather than 
before planting, although I would not 
advise purposely delaying later .than 
July 1. At that date it may be ef- 
fectively applied in the center of the 
middles, or broadcasted and plowed 
in. 
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TOO LATE (7?) TO APPLY GUANO TO 
COTTON. 

A. W. Muse & Co., Albany, Ga..—We 
have 10 tons of 8-2-3 guano that we 
expected to put down as second ap- 
plication around our cotton in June, 
200 pounds to the acre, but on ‘account 
of the excessive and continuous rains 
during past six or seven weeks we 
could not get to it, having more than 
we could attend to in trying to kill 
grass. 

Do you think it would pay us to put 
this out any. time within next ten 
days, or would it be best just to keep 
it over and use it next spring on oc- 
count of it being so late now? Our 
crop is two or three weeks late. 

Our: first application of fertilizer 
where we expecttd to use this was 
400 pounds of 9-2-4 guano per acre; 
ours is mostly gray land. 

Answer—A  topdressing or side- 
dressing, of 200 pounds of 8-2-3 guano 
sO lite as this (July 23) would doubt- 
less be of benefit to the crop, but it 
is doubtful {f the increased = yield 
would be sufficient to much more 
than pay for the guano. The 2 per 
cent of nitrogen would do more to 
increase the yield than would the 8 
per cent of phosphoric acid and the 
3 per cent of potash. I would apply 
it, however, as these two elements 
will be taken up (what may be left, of 
them) by the oat crop which you may 
sow in October or ‘November, A 
broadcast dressing of 75 or 100 pounds 
of nitrate of soda would probably

Her eyes are inflamed, the white parts 
are red and the lids swollen. It seems 
to be puffed above her eyes, and they 
run water. I am feeding on green corn. 
Her eyes look smoky, and she has a 
full forehead. I have been bathing her 
eyes in warm salt and water and cold 
water. 

Answer—The description of the 
symptoms, as far as it goes, indicates 
that your mule has ophthalmia, or 
moon-blindness. If you had further 


stated that she has had more than one 
attack, or that she has a recurrence of 
the attack every month or so, and 
particularly if only one ‘eye is affected 
at a time, I could say confidently that 
it is moon-blindness, a periodic disease 
which causes the great majority of 
cases of blindness of horses and mules. 
The disease is incurable, and in most 
cases the animals affected lose the 
sight of one eye and then the other, 
and become stone blind, if they do not 
die of some other disease. Some relief 
thay be secured by careful attention 
and treatment, and the evil hour of 
total blindness may be postponed. 
When the attack comes on, keep the 
animal in a moderately dark place and 
bathe the eyes with cold water for 10 
or 15 minutes 3 times a day, and, after 
each bathing, apply in the eye a few 
drops of a solution of 10 grains of su- 
gar of lead, 10 drops of laudapum and 
1% ounces of water. Also give 1 dram 
of iodide of potassium twice a day for 
4 days in a bran mash. 


SORE SULVA. 

L. E. Cumming, Baldwin, Miss.—TI 
have a cow that has a bleeding sore 
on the urethra. It seems to be in- 
flamed, but kept “raw” by the pressure 
of the tail. Has been so about a week. | 
The cow is in perfect health, and eats 
as usual. She is milking; calf is about 
8 months old. I applied liniments, but 
seemed to do no good. Please give me 
a remedy. I am a Constitution reader. 

Answer—You probably mean the 
vulva, as the urethra is not exposed to 
view. The most obvious remedial 
treatment is to tie the tail to one side 
so as to prevent switching, and anoint 
the sore daily with a little zinc oint- 
ment (drug store) once a day, first 
mopping with a 6 per cent solution 


of carholic acid in water.
